ing adopted in our American col- 
leges. It is, simply stated, stu- 
dent democracy, where all regis- 
tered students have a voice in the 
management of their affairs and 
regulate their own matters. 
Where this system has been 
adopted the moral standard of the 
students in ail branches of univer- 
sity activity has been elevated. 
The greatest need for clean con- 
duct is felt in examinations. There 
is in some departments neither the 
pioctor nor the honor system, but 
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by the Class Presidents, is now on 
foot to secure for the university 
some definite system of govern- 
ment at examinations. From an 
expression of opinion from the 
members of the Association pres- 
ent at the meeting it was found 
that the students who have dis- 
cussed the matter are unanimous- 
ly in favor of the student govern- 
ment plan where all will be forced 
to sign a written pledge at the 
close of examinations and where 
tribunals of the students themsel- 
ves will pass upon the conduct of 
any suspected of dishonesty. This 
system has worked very success- 
fully elsewhere, and wherever it 
has been adopted it has tended to 
minimize cheating. In the near 
future petitions will be presented 
to the various classes by their 
Presidents presenting the matter 
and explaining the system in all 
its details. These petitions when 
properly signed will be presented 
to the faculty of the University. 
It is hoped that on the reception 
of this opinion from the whole 
student body the President’s 
Council will adopt the scheme de- 
sired. 

Mr. Ford reported that the As- 
sociation of Class Presidents had 
sold in the neighborhood of $300 
worth of tickets for the Students’ 
Ball. Many of the students pres- 
ent at the ball purchased their 
tickets either at the door or at the 
different agencies, so that the $300 
reported does not represent the 
total support tendered to the ball
